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Local postal workers protest contract stalemate 


Members of the National As- 
sociation of Letter Carriers 
(NALC) from Belle Glade, Pa- 
hokee, Clewiston and South 
Bay set up picket lines outside 
the Belle Glade Post Office on 
Wednesday, June 9 to alert the 
public to the reasons behind a 
breakdown in contract talks 
with the United States Postal 
Service. 

The picketing was part of a 
nationwide demonstration in 
hundreds of U.S. cities and 
towns in advance of a crucial 
arbitration that will determine 
a new national agreement for 
244,000 city delivery letter car- 
riers. 

In Belle Glade, the picket 
line formed around the Belle 
Glade Post Office, located at 
1340 NW Avenue L. 

“Automation has allowed the 
Postal Service to flourish in the 
90s, with more than $5 billion 
in profits during the past four 
years,” said Belle Glade letter 
carriers union president Mel 
Rexroth. “But the job of letter 
carriers has gotten tougher. We 
want a fair contract that pro- 
vides a substantial pay in- 
crease to compensate us for 
that harder work.” 

NALC supported the Postal 
Service’s moWernization pro- 
gram, launched in the early 
90s - which has involved wide- 
spread introduction of automa- 
tion and computers into postal 
operations - despite knowing it 
would make carrier’s jobs 
harder. The union did so to 
help the Postal Service in its 
competition with private: carri- 
ers, and the modernization ef- 
fort has proven"extrémely suc- 
cessful, according to NALC- 
President Vincent R. Sombrot- 
to. å 
“The Postal Service is in its 
best financial.shape eber - and 
the speed and efficiency of mail 
delivery is setting records - 
thanks to our members,” he 
said. "But when it comes time 
to recognize.the value of the 
additional burdens borne by 
letter carriers to enable the 
Postal Service to achieve these 
goals, the Postal Service has 
stonewalled.” z 

“We want the American peo- 
ple to understand that all we 
are seeking is a fair contract - 
and the only reason we are 
picketing is because the Postal 
Service refuses to offer us oné,” 
Mr. Sombrotto” continued. 


“That’s what's at stake here, 
for our members - and for the 
people who trust and depend 
on us, every day.” 

Postmaster General William 
J. Henderson noted -in the 
Postal Service’s 1998 Annual 
Report that “our service perfor- 
mance is outstanding, and cus- 
tomer satisfaction is at an all- 
time high.” The Postmaster 
General cited the Service's “Us- 
ing technology to lower costs 
and improve service” as a key 
reason for progress in its per- 
formance and its financial 
prospects. 

NALC members have been 
working without a new con- 
tract since November 20, 1998, 
when a four-year pact with the 
Postal Service ended. Negotia- 
tions on a new contract broke 
down. In February, NALC and 
the P Service agreed to 
medigftion, which also failed. 
Since postal employees are not 
permitted to go on strike, the 
impasse will be resolved by 
binding arbitration. In the 
meantime, terms of the old 
contract remain in effect. 

In, the negotiations, NALC 
sought another four-year con- 
tract, with annual wage in- 
creases. and cost-of-living al- 
lowances. NALC alsd'seeks to 
have its members moved up 
from Level 5 of the Postal pay 
grade system (which has a 
salary range of $27 - 37,000) to 
Level 6 (where' pay scales are 
an average of 3% higher). 

The, Postal Service has cate- 
gorically refused to budge on 
any of these issues, says Mr. 
Sombrotto. Meanwhile, the 
Postal Service reported rev- 
enue of $60.1 billion, its high- 
est ever, in 1998, and amassed 
$5 billion in profits over the 
past four years - the best sus- 
tained financial performance 
in its 27-year history. _ 

As a result of automation, 
mail at U.S. post offices iè now 
sorted faster arid delivery has 
been speeded up to American 
homes and businesses. At the 
same time, letter carriers’ 
workdays: have been drastical- 
ly altered, according to Mr” 
Sombrotto. The average letter 
carrier now spends 5.5 hours 
(about 70%) of every workday 
on the street, regardless of ex- 
treme weather conditions or 
other. potential hazards. com-

Earth’s temperature has been increasing

The numbers åre staggering: 
53 storms, 32 hurricanes and 
15 major hurricanes,The At- 
lantic Basin (comprised of thé 
Atlantic Ocean, Caribbean Sea 
and Gulf of Mexico) has been 
teeming with tropical ‘cyclone 
activity. over the past four 
years. 

The National’ -Hurricane 
Center (NHC) reports the peri- 
od from 1995 to 1998 was the 
most active consecutive years 
of hurricane activity in record- 
ed history. And'if Dr. William 
Gray is corre¢t (and he usually 
is) then this season promises 
to be bustling with storms, too. 

Dr. Bray, the Colorado State 
University scientist who. pre- 
dicts seasonal hurricane activ- 
ity, thinks 14 storms may form 
this summer, with nine matur- 
ing into hurricanes and four 
exploding into major storms. 
The season is off to a busy 
start, with Arlene prowling the 
central Atlantic. 

Dr: Gray attributes this dra- 
matic incféase in tropical cy- 
clone activity to something 
called the Atlantic Ocean ther- 
mohaline circulatioh system, 
or simply the Atlantic conveyor 
belt. 

The conveyor belt, according 
to Gray, møves waters north 
from the vicinity of the 
Caribbean Sea to an area east 
of Greenland. There, the cur- 
rent sinks to deep levels, 
moves south and flows into the 
south Atlantic Ocean and be- 
yond. i}

strengthen it, producing more 
active hurricane seasons and 
more major landfalling stormå 
along the eastern sedboard, ac- 
cording to Gray. 

“This ocean circulation, -a 
northbeund current that sinks 
and then moves southbound, 
tends to go through decade- 
long changes,” Gray said. "Our 
interpretation of climate data 
suggests that the Atlantic con- 
veyor belt became stronger be- 
tween 1994 and, 1995, and this 
had Led, to more major storms- 
since that time.” 

Yet, pei there is a sim- 
pler exp! ion for the in- 
crease in tropical cyclone activ- 
ity. One „theory. suggests that 
global warming is toblame, 

After all, our planet seems to 
be. getting warmer. The Na- 
tional Weather Service reports 


“that the 1990's has been the 


hottest decade in recorded his- 
tory, with 1998 the warmest 
year ever recorded.’ 

The Earth's temperature has 


been increasing, according to 
global warming experts, be- 
cause of an increase of atmos- 
pheric “greenhouse” gasses, 
such as carbon dioxide and 
methane. These gasses trapy} 
heat and if emissions continue 
at the present rate, some sti- 
entists estimate the average 
global temperature will rise 
two to six degrees over the 
next century. ‘ 

Warmer air means a warmer 
ocean which, according to the 
theöry, has led to an increase 
in the number and intensity of 
tropical cyclones over: the past <> 
four years. And if the air con- 
tinues to heat up, larger and 
more intense hurricanes may 
be in the future. 

Yet, it's not that simple. The 
Earth's atmosphere is complex, 
intricate and still not com- 
pletely understood. 

For example, when -the last. D 
10 years of hurricane activity 
is examined, the “warmest 
decade in history,” according to , 
some experts, five of the years. 
had below-average tropigal cy- 
clone activity and Die had 
above-average activity. The 


` 1997 hurricane season was 


particularly quiet, with only 
seven storms and just Seen 
hurricanes. 

Most experts believe we may 
have entered a period of in- 
creased ` hurricane activity. 
Just.why that increase is com- 
ing now, is a topic of scientific 
debate. Only history, will tell 
who's correct.

One by one, the team mem- 
bers filed out of the room: An 
ER tech remained, cleaning up 
caps, supply bags, and some of 
the blood on the floor. The 
tubes and machines were left 


untouched, to be reviewed 
later by the Medical Examiner. 


“Hey! Can I get somebody 
in here to take care of me?!” 

From the next room, a 
woman with slurred speech 
and the strong odor of alcohol 
called out. 

“Come on! I’m hurting in 
here, too! Doesn't anybody 
care?” She was -getting quite 
annoyed. 

“Hi, Ma'am, I'm Dr. cortez.” 
Cortez reached out her hand, 
but raised her eyebrows and 
took a step back when the 
woman's first words spread 
the alcohol fumes across the 
room. 

"Hi. Dm Sadie. I don't know 
what happened out there; that 
other car just came out of 
nowhere. I didn't see it com- 
ing, and then, all at. once, 
pow!” 

Cortez launched into a series 
of questions as she probed and 
listened to every part of 
Sadie's body. 

“Sadie, even though you 
don't seem to have any bad 
injuries, I'm gonna check some 
things in your blood, and well 
leave that hard collar around 
your neck until we get some X- 
rays.. just to be sure.” 

Cortez kept reminding her- 
self to do the right thing. 
Ignore for now, she reasoned, 


the fact that this v woman was 
presumably responsible for the 
young girl’s death in the next 
room. Everyone in the EK 
deserves the professional eval- 
uation and care that the ER 
doctor can provide. 

Cortez. walked past the 
police officers outside the trau- 
ma rooms. 

“This woman locks OK so 
far. We're gonna check a few 
things...” 

As she talked, a woman's 
scream reached her from down. 
the hall. Cortez felt a cold 
chill; she knew that the des- 
peration in these cries could 
only be those of a mother fear- 
ing for her child.

*Like Mother, Like Daughter: 
Breaking Free from the Diet 
Trap,” by Debra Waterhouse, 
explores the nutritional and 
health problems caused when 
teenage girls go overboard try- 
ing to be model thin. Many 
times, according to the author, 
girls learn’ this behavior by- 

` watching their mothers. 

Since the 1960s, the number 
of dieting adult women has 
increased 300 percent, while 
the number of dieting girls has 
risen more than four times that 
rate, the book states. 

Children learn their eating 
habits from their parents. This 
ghould give parents an added 
incentivé to take good care of 
“their own bodies by eating a 
„balanced, healthy diet and get- 
ting plenty of regular exercise. 

Eating right includes drink- 
ing right. 

When it ‘comes to healthy 
beverages, water should top the 
list. Women need eight glasses 
of water per day, in addition to 
ther beverages. 

Fruit juices can boost -your 
vitamin C, but juice should he 
limited. to one glass per day. 


Children, 


ile fruit itself is very nutri- 
tious, the juice concentrates the 
natural fruit sugar. Studies 
have shown that children who 
drink more than one glass of 
fruit juice per day are more 
likely to become obesé than 
those who have just:one glass. 

Milk is also a healthy choice. 
Low-fat or non-fat milk is rela- 
tively low in calories (about 80 
a glass) and high in calcium. 
Milk also contains protein. 

It is ironic that healthy foods 
like milk and eggs have gotten 
an undeserved bad name 
among dieters while diet sodas 
thrive. 

According to “Low Fat Liv- 


* ing,” by the editors of Nutrition 


Magazine, diet sodas can actu- 
ally contribute to weight gain 
because they stimulate your 
appetite. Instead of satisfying a 
craving for sweets, diet sodas 
tend to make you hungrier. In 
addition, the caffeine in the 
“cola” sodas can cause ,your 
body to dehydrate: 

According to a'press release 
from the American Dairy Coun: 
cil: 

* 75 percent of mothers “feel” 
too fat and 81 percent of their 
teenage daughters suffer from 
this same feeling of weight pre- 
occupation. 

« Å mother who diets 10 
times a year is likely to raise a 
daughter who diets more than 
10 times a year. 

* Daughters of dieters start 
dieting younger, diet more and 
have poorer body images. By 
age 13, 80 percent of ‘adolescent 
girls are dieting to fight natur- 
al changes in- their maturing 
bodies. 

e Mothers can negatively 


influénce daughters’ eating 
habits’ by dieting, exhibiting 
poor body image and perpetu- 
ating negative attitudes about 
food: 


Mothers who don't include 
milk in their diet are likely to 
raise. daughters who don't 
drink milk. That means both 
mothers and daughters may be 
coming up short on calcium. 

* Extreme dieting and exces- 
sive exercise can lead to gmen- 
orrhea--the loss of menstrual 
cycle-which can result in osteo- 
porosis. 

This syndrome is known as 
“female athlete triad.” This 
syndrome affects a broad range 
of women, not just athletes. 

* Dieting daughters who get 
inadequate calcium, calories an 
estrogen have weaker bones 
and may be shorter than nor- 
mal. 

Mothers and 
should all take care when it 
comes to diet drugs. 

A few years ago, controversy 
erupted over prescription diet 
drugs when serious side effects 
left women hospitalized. These 
drugs are developed for the 
dangerously obese, but. too 
often, diet clinics prescribe 
them for women who may be 
only a few pounds overweight, 
or not even overweight at all. 

The other day I saw an ad for 
a new diet drug. The ad showed 
three photos. To me, they all 
looked like successful “after” 
dieting photos: 

The woman's face was not 
shown, just the body, so at first 
"I didn't-reålize they were all

Until-the free 
trade goal (which must be a 
fair trade goal) is achieyed, the 
“U.S. must retain at least the 
minimal sugar policy now in 
place to prevent foreign subsi- 
dized, dump market sugar 
from unfairly displacing effi- 
cient American producers, 
such as my family and fellow 
growers. 

„The U.S. farm economy is in 
its worst shape in decades. In 
the three years since the 1996 
Freedom to Farm-Bill was 
adopted, commodity farmers 
and§their banks are going 
bankrupt right and left.

passed emergency relief legis- 
lation for farmers the past twa 
years. None of those fund 
have gone to sugar farmers_. 

In delivering this message 
today, I am speaking with two 
voices, The first voice is with 
knowledge and foresight as an 
ATAC member, dealing with 
this serious trade issue. 

I encouragé our government 
to negotiate very carefully and 
rationally when considering 
additional trade agreenients.

Caretakes of Alzheimers victims beware 


Dear Editor: 


This letter is being written to alert all individuals who are responsible for the care and support 
of Alzheimer’s victims that the State of Florida, through its Agency for Health Care Administra- 
tion, will undoubtedly evict most, if not all, of the Alzheimer’s residents in Assisted Living Facili- 
ties because they cannot “evacuate in an emergency situation due to there (sic), diagnosis of demen- 


tia.” 


This quoted rationale is taken verbatim from a report by the A.H.C. Administration which | 
recently conducted an inspection of an Assisted Living Facility (Young at Heart at Port Charlotte) ~ 
that resulted in a 30-day notice of eviction of my mother-in-law (who has Alzheimer’s and had 
resided at the facility for more than a year-and-a-half). A total of six residents who were confined 
(allegedly) to wheelchairs and could not propel themselves from the facility in an emergency were 
evicted as a result of this single irispection. Of course, my mother-in-law is ambulatory (she usual- 
ly does walk with assistance, but not of necessity), but that had nothing to do with the decision to 
evict her (or 8 I am told). All family members (including my daughter, who is a doctor) were quite 
satisfied with the care my mother-in-law had been receiving, but the A H.C. Administration did 
not consult with any family member or her local doctor or any responsible party. No opportunity to ai 
reclamor, sign-waivers, discuss, appeal, attempt accommodation, or seek alternatives was offered. 
The A.H.C. Administration representative informed me that there was no requirement/responsibil- 
ity/obligation to contact family or anyone (other than the facility director) regarding this decision. 

I believe the aetions of the A H.C. Administration are violations of civil rights, and the eviction of 
a person simply because he or she has Alzheimer’s is a violation. of Federal Statutes relating to 
Fair Housing. I am challenging the arbitrary decision of this Agency, and I am asking anyone who 


has had a similar experience to share it ‘With me. 


I am assuming that the AHC Administration enforces it rules and regulations uniformly 


throughout the state. If that i 


the case, then I must point out that an Alzheimer's victim might 


qualify to enter an assisted living facility, but, due to the known progressive nature of the disease, 


the Alzheimer's resident can easily and readily be evicted if there isa change in physical or mental Di 


conditions (which will happen sooner or later). Good luck to the caretakers and Alzheimer's victims 
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dads and their health.
